Dr. Milady Murphy, 
Director of the Wellness 
Center, recently shared 
her expertise during the 
keynote address of the 
Public Housing 
Authorities Directors 
Association (PHADA) 
annual convention in Las 
Vegas. PHADA, under 
the direction of the 
Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, 
advocates public health 
issues before the United 
States Congress. Dr. 
Murphy's lecture/demon- 
stration reminded them 
that in order to best 
serve the people living 
within their develop- 
ments, they must make 
their own health a priori- 
ty- 
Murphy shared 
her formula for optimum 
wellness and stress 
management with close 



to 800 people during the 
address and gave one- 
on-one guidance to hun- 
dreds during the break 
out sessions. Her three- 
pronged approach to 
wellness, which is based 
on epidemiological stud- 
ies and the work of Dr. 
Dean Ornish, empha- 
sizes proper nutrition, 
exercise and specific 
techniques for reducing 
stress. Murphy also 
shared her famous chair 
workout, which is suit- 
able for people of all fit- 
ness levels. 

"This is the third 
time that PHADA has 
asked me to present, so 
there are obviously peo- 
ple out there who are 
thirsting for this type of 
information. Some resi- 
dents within low-income 
housing do not have the 
exposure to wellness 



information or the access 
to costly health equip- 
ment. What we are trying 
to do is give the directors 
and therefore the resi- 
dents' information that 
may reverse heart and 
other health problems 
and improve their quality 
of life," Murphy said. 

"Dr. Murphy has 
the knowledge, ability 
and initiative to take the 
wellness message all 
over the country. 
Because of her expertise 
and energy, Shelton 
State is able to serve as 
a national resource to 
communities and organi- 
zations seeking health 
information and is able 
to set precedents for 
other community col- 
leges to follow," added 
Dr. Rick Rogers, presi- 
dent of Shelton State.

Former Shelton State Baseball Player, Russ Davis 
inducted into the AJCCC Hall of Fame

Former Shelton State 
baseball player, Russ 
Davis, was inducted into 
the Alabama Junior and 
Community College 
Conference Hall of Fame 
during the 15th Annual 
Hall of Fame Banquet on 
July 1st in Foley, 
Alabama. 

Davis came to 
Shelton State from 
Hueytown High School in 
1988. He led his team to 
a runner-up finish in the 
AJCCC tournament, a 
35-7 overall record and a 
20-0 Division record. He 
also set a Shelton State 
single-season homerun 
record (14) which still 
stands. He batted .347 
for the season with 46 
RBIs. Davis was select- 



ed for the AJCCC All- 
Conference Team. 

After only one 
year in the community 
college ranks, Davis was 
drafted in the 29th round 
and assigned to the New 
York Yankees' Farm Club 
System. He made a 
name for himself as a 
power-hitting third base- 
man. He was called up 
as a defensive replace- 
ment for Don Mattingly in 
1994. Davis hit his first 
major league homerun 
off Detroit pitcher, David 
Wells, in 1995. 

Davis was traded 
to the Seattle Mariners in 
1996. In 1998, he posted 
career bests in four cate- 
gories: games (144); 
runs (68); doubles (30); 



and he nearly eclipsed 
his career total for RBIs 
(94) with 82 on the sea- 
son. Sporting News 
named Davis the Top AL 
West third baseman in 
its post-season wrap-up. 
Davis holds the distinc- 
tion of the very first play- 
er to hit a homerun at 
Seattle's SAFECO field. 

Davis retired in 
2001 to spend time with 
his family. He currently 
resides in Birmingham 
with his wife, Adryne, 
and their children.
